Tba Council voted to give the 
fraternity the option of six 
months’ social probation, exclud- 
ing the period of formal ruah, er 
a $75 fine at punishment tor hold- 
ing a banquet end dance the same 
night as May Day, a closed night. 

A cloeed night la the term given 
to an all-Universlty event or a 
Colonial Series program event 
No campus groups are permitted 
to hold events on these nights so 
that conflicts will not occur. The 
dates of these nights are pub- 
lished on the activities calendar, 
printed the previous summer and 
available to all students.

Textile Designs 

a A NEW EXHIBIT. "Modern 
Design in Ancient Art" opened

On loan from the Textile Mu- 
seum in Washington and arranged 
by the museum's director, Rene 
Batigne, the show will feature 
rugs, tapestries and textiles from 
all over the world.
